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FROM THE GREEK 
In an ancient Greek myth, a 
poor, aged couple named Baucis 
and Philemon did a kindness for 
Zeus, the chief Grecian god, when 
lie came down from Mount Olym­ 
pus and walked among the people 
in disguise. 
In return for their kindness, 
Zeus took care of their old age 
in a legendary manner. 
Their 
empty pitcher he made flow with 
wine. He made them the priests 
of his temple. 
To repeat, this all happened in 
a legend—thousands of years ago. 
In the year 1960 in Texa.;, how­ 
ever, we are seeing some people 
who appear to be hankering to 
play Zeus, too. 
It all concerns old-age pen­ 
sions. The national average of 
such pensions is approximately 
$44 monthly, while the average 
in Texas is about $10 less. One 
reason why ours i ; lower is that 
there is a $36,OOO,OW) annual ceil­ 
ing on public-welfare payments 
' 
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in Texas. The money ie divided 
according to the number of peo­ 
ple drawing aid. 
Another reason is that more 
than double the national average 
of Texans is being paid the pen­ 
sion— 494 per thousand Texans 
65 or over as against 232 per 
thousand in the whole United 
States. 
How is it that nearly one-half 
of Texas citizens suddenly be­ 
come destitute on reaching 65? 
If only 232 reeded old-age as­ 
sistance, they could be paid more 
than $70 a month—and this un­ 
der the $36,000,000 constitutional 
ceiling! 
It didn’t cost Zeus anything but 
a wave of the hand to provide so 
handsomely for Baucis and Phile­ 
mon. But if the ceiling is lifted 
and the old-age rolls aren't trim ­ 
med to the genuinely needy, there 
will 
be still heavier taxes in 
Texas.

must be a mechanic, Cappleman 
said. 
And, the state FHA head em­ 
phasized, the farm er is coming 
through remarkably well. 
Cappleman declared that agri­ 
culture has kept pace with indus­ 
try in this, the world’s No. I in­ 
dustrial nation. 
The state director and members 


of the dairy committee saw Je r­ 
sey herds Monday at the dairy 
farms of Thomas Hodges, Prince 
Claborn, Claud P. Elsom, Lewis 
F. Pounds and Reubeu Belew. 
Each of the dairymen is an 
FHA “client.” 


Brown, the Wise County FHA 
supervisor, was awarded the De­ 
partment of Agriculture’s supe­ 
rior service certificate in May for 
his leadership in dairy develop­ 
ment in the county.

Cowpeas are proving their real 
value as a soil improving crop on! 
the prairie soils of this section, j 
Some good grain yields are being 
reported from fields where the j 
peas were grown last year. 
Joe 
Thurmond, 
living 
three ’ 
miles north of Rhome in the Fair- 
view Conservation Group, sa y s: 
that Chinese red peas are his j 
first choice as a summer legume. I 
He has about 30 acres of them up 
to a good stand and has given j 
them one cultivation. These were I 
planted with a grain drill in wide J 
rows and will be turned under be- j 
fore grain planting time. 
Usu­ 
ally this variety of peas matures | 
in 60 days and fits into a grain 
crop rotation very nicely. 
Mr. 
Thurmond has been growing this 
soil improving crop a number of j 
years and has increased his yields 
of both small grain and grain sor­ 
ghum. 


J. W. Layfield, living northeast 


of Rhome in the Illinois Lane 
Conservation Group, harvested 12 
bushels of wheat per acre where 
he grew peas two years ago. Ad­ 
joining land which had never been 
planted 
to 
peas, 
yielded 
only 
about six bushels of wheat this 
year. Last year both fields were 
in maize, and the yield was ap­ 
proximately 800 pounds more per 
acre on the legume treated field 
than on the land where no peas 
had been grown. 
Mr. 
Layfield 
plans to plant his Chinese red 
peas the latter part of July. 


Henry Schluter in the East 
Rhome Conservation Group, has 
a nice stand of peas on approxi­ 
mately 20 acres of grain stubble 
land.
